states. Pennsylvania information gathered the 
State Department Health showed that certain 
the counties there had been increases mal- 
nutrition forty-five per cent. Increases rural 
counties were greater than the coal-mining counties, 
and even before the depression the malnutrition rated 
higher. 

Harry Hopkins, Federal Relief Administrator, stated 
that six million children are public relief the 
United States and many more are being helped from 
private sources but the number can not determined. 
Most these children are the children families rank- 
ing among the finest citizens America. certain 
communities relief still inadequate that whole 
families have live fifty cents day. This not 
because the federal administration any way limited 
the measure relief but because local relief officers 
those communities have not yet come recognize the 
seriousness the relief problem and the measure 
inadequacy relief. The Federal Relief Administra- 
tion working make this more nearly adequate: 
sending out diet lists relief administrators—but 
communities these are not being used and the 
children are getting benefit. 

considered inexcusable that any these six 
million children are not properly cared for, the federal 
government stands ready provide not only for ade- 
quate relief, but also insure medical care paying 
private physicians, that the families unemployed 
might not suffer because lack. Toxin-anti-toxin and 
other immunizations would provided, and all through 
federal funds, necessary. School lunches from this 
time will made available from federal funds for the 
children the unemployed, the school administra- 
tors find necessary turn relief funds for that 
purpose. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who took part the conference, 
pointed out that the physical effects malnutrition are 
perhaps not the worst result. Children with low vitality 
can not take advantage the various opportunities 
their communities provide for education, artistic train- 
ing, and character development. 

Dr. Samuel McC. Hamill, Philadelphia, represent- 
ing the Academy Pediatrics the Children’s Bureau 
Advisory Pediatrics Committee, told the organiza- 
tion county child health committees every county 
Pennsylvania, whose first purpose health organiza- 
tion. also stated that apparently Pennsylvania 
children being helped from relief funds are not suffering 


much those who either spasmodically have beep 
aided those who have never been aided from relief 
funds; generally called the conference “borderline” 
cases. 

Many health officers, doctors and social workers 
contributed the discussion. The

national agencies through which child health protection 
could provided not only school children but also, 
through the school contact, the preschool child.

Taking children from their own homes was theme 
well the fore the meetings about children the 
National Conference Catholic Charities held New 
York the first four days October. 

luncheon held the grand ballroom the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria October the Rev. Bryan McEnte- 
gart, the New York Catholic Charities, gave ad- 
dress, Spirit Quickeneth,” and Prentice Mur- 
phy, the Philadelphia Children’s Bureau, spoke 
“Bringing Better Hope for Children.” Both 
speakers urged upon the hundreds persons present 
fuller realization the consequences down the years 
breaking the natural home and family ties 
child.

frustrations all concerned. 

Leonard Mayo, the New York School Social

LAY PARTICIPATION—ACTUAL AND 
POTENTIAL 


One the interesting signs the times that 
lay men and women are more and more being 
happily utilized various forms social work. 
There are, for instance, those engaged foster 
care. 

For some time, and increasing measure, 
family boarding home care has come used for 
the protection and training dependent and 
neglected children who, temporarily perma- 
nently, must provided for away from their own 
homes. 

The success attained this work with depen- 
dents has had its influence work with delin- 
quents. The latter too need foster homes some- 
times even when their own homes exist. 

Unfortunately parenthood does not always 
bring with the power child training. Even 
where poverty and wilful neglect are absent, 
parents are sometimes, because physical 
emotional limitations, quite unable cope with 
the development their children into self-direct- 
ing and law-abiding citizens. 

Child guidance clinics communities where 
boarding home care has been well established are 
now recommending family boarding homes for 
most their delinquents who cannot returned 
their own homes. This procedure has gone 
beyond the stage experimentation: prov- 
ing its value with many these children. 

somewhat different way the Big Brothers 
and the Big Sisters, their service delinquents, 
use lay “sisters” and “brothers” supplement 
the own home the child. 

The number men and women who could 
enlisted these various community programs 
much larger than has far been called upon. 
must remembered, however, that, fairness 
served, continuous direction well skill 
required. The program must tightly geared 
successful.

Asserting that “It the privilege every young 
child allowed advance within the scope his 
own Dr. William Doody, the Catholic 
Charities Guidance Institute, New York City, de- 
clared: 


“Tn order carry successful work child welfare, 
always best bear mind that the greatest se- 
curity child has its own home. During the past 
few years, there have been increasing efforts not 
separate parents from their children, both eco- 
nomic and social measure. 

our present social arrangement there will always 
great number children who will need 
support outside their own homes. is, therefore, nec- 
essary provide foster homes institutions, and 
essential that program instituted which certain 
children will studied individuals determine the 
proper placement for them. 

aim all provisions for children aid them 
developing into healthy, mature, social men and 
women order that they may face successfully the 
obligations and responsibilities life. The foundation 
for such development happy childhood.” 


another meeting, Dr. Doody, who assistant di- 
rector the Catholic Charities Traveling Clinic, dis- 
cussed the advantages and methods traveling 
mental hygiene clinic which makes regular visits 
institutions caring for children. said: 


“The traveling clinic special value child- 
caring homes where life is, necessity, different 
from that the average home. their own homes, 
children are members small group and stand out 
individuals. they fail school, their standing the 
home not necessarily affected, and they can have 
compensations family recreational life. 

“In child-caring home, the situation entirely 


different. The children are usually group which 
seldom changes and based age and grade, thus 
making them members the same group school, 
the playground, during study hours, and the dormi- 
tory. They are never able get away from those who 
know their failure any their activities, and the 
results are likely inferiority complex, or, 
eagerness noticed any cost, development 
habits misbehavior that can vitally affect their future 
the world outside.” 


Dr. Doody detailed the thorough study which made 
the various reasons for child’s failure get along 
school with his companions, and the plans that can 
made substitute school work, for instance, 
which can succeed. continued: 

“In addition lecture course mental hygiene 
given members the staff child-caring institutions 
and felt that this was beneficial them the un- 
derstanding and correction many problems the 
children under their charge. important for those 
cooperating with the clinic have least knowledge 
the fundamentals mental hygiene. Better ad- 
justments can made the teachers and supervisors 
appreciate that the emotional life the child quite 
important the intellectual life. Good mental 
equipment little value the child handicapped 


resentful and antagonistic toward those with whom 
comes contact.” 


Dr. Frank O’Brien, assistant director the 
Bureau Child Guidance the New York City Board 
Education, also declared that the child who’ cannot 
profit from the usual school methods, either through 
mental physical condition, has just much birth- 
right the particular training and experience that his 
type mind requires the so-called “average child.” 


MEETING NEEDS 


Providing religious training for children foster 
homes was discussed the Rev. Leroy Callahan, D.D., 
the Confraternity Christian Doctrine, Los Angeles, 
who said: 


the natural rights childhood, the 
foster home selected substitute for the parental 
home. The placement does not change the natural 
right the child normal home life, opportunities for 
education, recreation, vocational preparation for life, 
and moral, religious and physical development. The 
foster parents must assume the obligations the real 
parents regards the religious training the home.” 


Boys AND GIRLS 


discussing the care wards between the ages 
sixteen and eighteen years, Lionel Simmonds, the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum, New York City, said: 

“Today the agency forced necessity provide 


care for those wards between the ages sixteen and 
eighteen, and times even beyond the eighteenth year, 
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who have completed their educational and vocational 
program and who cannot secure employment. 
should not this time let the occasion pass without 
bringing the front the question the duty and 
obligation the municipality committing these wards 
provide for them, and not throw the burden their 
support the agency, which finds difficult enough 
finance adequately those its wards under the age 
sixteen. 

“The complexity social and economic life today 
calls for much longer period preparation for that 
life, and this period preparation naturally means 
longer span childhood, and adopt the age sixteen 
the line demarcation between the child and the 
adult not only arbitrary but false. Hasten the day 
when the state will enlightened the fact that the 
span childhood should extended the age 
eighteen.” 

Tue WELFARE 

With regard personnel, the Rev. Frederic Sieden- 
burg, J., executive dean the University Detroit, 
stated: 

“The personnel dependent child training homes 
and organizations should obviously high char- 
acter from the intellectual well the moral side. 
Child workers are dealing not only with precious human 
beings, but with human beings during the plastic years 
formation, human beings who have been under- 
privileged and damaged, and perhaps wronged. 


Dr. Leon Goldrich, director the Bureau 
Child Guidance the Board Education, New York 
City, speaking about personnel, amplified the fol- 
lowing methods training institutional and child guid- 
ance clinic staffs:

institutional management and administration; 


give each individual member the staff better understanding 
and deeper insight into the needs, potentialities and limitations 
the total maturing child; 


supplement general and special conferences and courses 
private and informal talks between the supervising head and indi- 
vidual members the staff; 


have staff members visit other institutions; 
have staff members make individual studies.

The various national organizations and the Child 
Welfare Division itself had exhibits which created 
something National Conference Social Work 
atmosphere the opening meeting. But the way 
which the delegates stayed through the session was 
quite variance with the casual coming and going 
which prevails many national conference meetings. 
Perhaps colonel uniform serving chairman 
might tend stabilize the movements five hundred 
social workers one their own meetings. 

The report child welfare legislation made John 
Crowley, chairman the sub-committee legisla- 
tion was particularly interesting and should read 
full. The following summary, however, from Mr. 
Crowley’s report indicates the extent which the 
Legion has kept itself informed constructive and 
destructive legislative action, and either initiated 
supported (or both) the improved social laws which 
some the states wrote into their statutes during 1933: 


Outstanding for their accomplishment extensively improved 
legislation this year: Alaska, Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Nebraska, New Jersey, North Dakota and Wash- 
ington. 

Outstanding for its excellent survey and report its laws, facilities 
and conditions: Florida. 

Increased health appropriations: Arizona, Georgia and Idaho. 

Increased allowances for children’s care: Alaska and Hawaii. 

Outstanding for excellent educational program: Arkansas. 

Retaining practically their former appropriations: Connecticut, 
Florida, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, Michigan, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

Valiantly resisting strong effort eliminate seriously reduce 
appropriations: California, Missouri, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Da- 
kota and Texas. 
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Suspending activities their Children’s Divisions through lack 
appropriations: Alabama and Tennessee. 

Sending its dependent children the State Reform School with 
State Orphanage overcrowded: Montana. 

Ratification Federal Child Labor Amendment: Michi- 
gan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Oregon and Washington. 


the business meetings the Child Welfare Com- 
mittee, held Monday and Tuesday, emphasis was 
placed upon the necessity for ratifying the child labor 
amendment; and upon continuing the fight not only 
maintain standards child care which has taken 
many years achieve but also move forward 
many new fronts possible. 

“When you fellows think child labor,” said Colonel 
Campbell the Monday afternoon meeting, “you’ve 
got think not only your own lousy state but all 
the states for have something about this 
nation-wide basis. spite the gains made under 
the National Recovery Act are long way from 
complete elimination child labor the A.” 

Endorsement the federal child labor amendment 
was unanimous and was included the resolutions pre- 
sented for final action the general resolutions com- 
mittee. 

The report the National Child Welfare Committee, 
which was unanimously adopted the Convention, 
makes real contribution the child welfare history 
this country. have such document ratified 
group which largely lay group insofar technical 
knowledge social work processes concerned and 
which recently became interested the illusive 
thing term “child welfare” one the significant 
phenomena the contemporary scene. 

Some the highspots this report are: 

That the departments urged utilize more increasingly the 
National Child Welfare Division library which child welfare laws, 
studies, surveys and other helpful reference material available and 
that said library kept date with new and added services 
the departments. 

That, accordance with the recommendations the many depart- 
ments, area child welfare conferences continued and that the 
allocation funds for area conferences continued the budget 
the National Child Welfare Division inasmuch these conferences 
afford the best avenue for education the child welfare chairmen 
the departments, posts and units. 

That the National Child Welfare Committee and Division continue 
its participation the National Conference Social Work and 
meeting the requirements cooperation and benefits associate 
group that organization. 

That the National Child Welfare Committee and Division continue 
its participation other national and state organizations, meetings 


-and conferences are essential cooperative relationships between 


the American Legion child welfare organization and other groups. 
That the departments again urged and assisted through the 
National Child Welfare Committee and Division secure ratification 
the child labor amendment such states have not already 
ratified; that the departments directed call upon the governors 
the various states include any call for special regular 
sessions the legislatures consideration the adoption the child 


labor amendment the constitution the United States and that 
pointed out departments that even though they not have 
child labor problem within their respective states this national 
problem which should solved the earliest possible date. 

That, since investigations and additional reports these show that 
conditions some the states they pertain administration 
justice for the juvenile offender through juvenile and other courts, 
probation officers, juvenile detention homes and juvenile correctional 
institutions fall below acceptable standards for child care 
and protection, the departments urged and directed study 
seriously the conditions such institutions and courts their 
respective states and obtain through the National Child Welfare 
Division and the United States Department Justice such facts and 
information may available aid them correcting and 
improving said personnel, agencies and institutions. 

That, being firmly committed the belief that the health the 
children matter first importance, favor the enactment 
legislation which will more firmly secure and extend present public 
health facilities, both federal and state, order that child 
denied the right enjoy the fullest opportunities reason any 
handicap; urge the enactment legislation and necessary appro- 
priations the United States Public Health Service and state health 
organizations promote the development and maintenance local 
health services which will more firmly secure and extend the present 
public health facilities. 

That there laid immediately extensive preparation for intensive 
educational programs the departments 1934 preparatory 
gaining child welfare legislative advances the next sessions the 
various state legislatures 1934 and 1935. 

That the National Child Welfare Division aid the departments 
disseminating helpful educational information within the depart- 
ments urge and compel the regaining the higher standards that 
should exist child welfare and that have been reduced, relaxed 
and eliminated the too frequent excuse so-called economy.
